murder trial yesterday morning, Juror 
Taylor was excused from further ser- 
vice, but without prejudice to his hon- 
or. His place was soon filled by the 
selection of fliram M, Wadleigh, who 
was a resident of Iowa at the time of 
the Cronm murder 


The jury was then sworn in and re- 


tired, winile the question of the eligi- 
bility of Mrs. Andrew Foy as a witness 
was being considered, Attorney "Wing 
making a long argument against the 
admission of her testimony 
The Argument Atrainat Mrs. Foy'a 
Eligibility Continued. 


At the afternoon ses&ion ex Judge 


Wing- continued his argument asking 
the exclusion of all reference in Kick- 
ham Hcanlan's opening address to the 
evidence expected from Mrs Foy and 
provoked a lively legal encounter with 
the state attorneys. 
"If the tale of 


this wild and wandering woman be 
true as. stated in the public press," ex- 
claimed the senior counsel for Cough- 
Jin, ''then her husband should be in- 
dicted for the murder of I)r Cronm " 


He cited tiic authority of Chief Jus- 


tice Urav of the Massachusetts bu- 
pr<ime court to show that Mrs Fov 
(ould not testify to anything which 
might tend to incriminate her husband, 
and as long as there was any doubt ah 
to the admibsibility of her evidence, 
neither "Mrs Foy s name nor that of 
her husbaud should be mentioned by 
counsel for the prosecution in his ad 
dress to the jur^ 


The Court ARTS ad with th» Defense. 
The court agreed with the defense 


in regard to the rule of lau, but sug- 
gested that the state might say only 
that the meetings of the conspirators 
were held \it Foy's house. Foy might

It was the 
first test of the legal talent between 
the state and defense, and the general 
opinion was that the weakness was on 
the former side. 


What H« PropoMd to Say. 


Mr. Sconlon outlined to the court 


what he proposed to say in his aedress 
about the expected evidence of Mrs.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


[From Our Regular Oorretpondent.] 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 4,1893. 


Mr. Cleveland doubtless frels tbat his 


tariff bill needs bolstering up, and that 
accounts for the space he devotes to it in 
bin message to congress. It is not for 
the Democratic member* ot congress that 
he intends his arguments in favor of the 
tariff monstrosity which he baa compelled 
tbe Democrats ot the house ways and 
means committee to father, but for tbe 
business interests of tbe country which 
have kept the telegraph wires hot with 
protests against tbe proposed outrage 
ever since it was made public a week ago. 
Ha doesn't mind tba opposition from 
Democratic congressmen; be knows by 
experience tbat a few appointments judi- 
ciously placed will silence tbe moat of 
tbat. It is the aroused public sentiment 
of tbe country that be fears. 


Democratic senators and representa- 


tives who have been among their con- 
stituents since tbe close of the extra 
session briqg no consolation to tbe ad- 
ministration; on the contrary tbey bring 
news ot tbe most doleful nature. At a 
private conference of administration 
Democrats held last nigbt it was gener- 
ally admitted1 tbat the next boose of 
representatives would almost certainly 
be Republican. Instead of tbat knowl- 
edge making them more conservative, aa 
it would wiser men, it has made them 
more determined than ever to force tbe 
whole administration program through 
congress, regardless of consequences. 


Bepublican leaders take little or no 


stock in the idea that discon'ented Dem- 
crats will aid them to modify the Cleve- 
land tariff bill. Tbey have heard Demo- 
cratic senators and representatives talk 
one way and vote another too often to 
plaoe any reliance upon them. 


They intend', however, tbat the debate 


on the bill shall make plain to the country 
the (nh extent of tne damage snob a law 
will inflict upon every man in tbe United 
States. 
Owing to the house rules and 


that the boose committee on rules is 
completely under Mr. Cleveland's thnmb, 
it is certain that the bill will be rail- 
roaded through tbe house with but a 
semblance of general debate, bat Mr. 
Cleveland does not control tbe senate, 
which has rales, that will not be changed 
to aid in harrying this bill through, under 
which fall debate may be had. 
It Dem- 


ocratic senators choose they may with 
the aid of the solid Bepoblican vote, 
which they can easily get, it they ask for 
it—it will not be tendered to them—re- 
move some of the ruinous sections ot the 
bill; but few Republicans are counting 
open their doing anything anything so 
sensible. 


It is not yet certain when the Cleve- 


land tariff bill will be reported to tbe 
House. A resolution adopted by the 
House just before the close of tbe extra 
session provided tbat tbe Bepublioan 
members of th* Ways and Means com- 
mittee should have ten days from the 
the time they were furnished with a 
complete copy of tbe bill to prepare their 
report against it. If that resolution u 
to be binding the bill will not be reported 
to tbe Hoosa until well into next week, 
as tbe Bepubhoans have not yet barn 
furnished a complete bill. The internal 
revenue part of it bis not been finished 
by tbe Democrats, and the flgores ot the 
Treasury Department showing the esti- 
mated effect of the proposed bill on the 
revenues ot the country were only fur- 
nished them to-day. Tbe aatonodmg 
statement is, however, unofficially made 
that tbe Democrats will make a separate 
bill of tbe internal revenue changes, in 
order that the ten days may date from 
last Monday, when the tariff schedule 
was first made public. To do each a 
thing would be manifestly anfair.
